cup United States President 
Barack Obama welcomed 
the 2009 Stanley Cup 
champion Pittsburgh Pen¬ 
guins to the White House 
Thursday, and celebrated 
the hockey team for its 
performance on and off 
the ice. 

Obama also slipped in a 
friendly jab at Cole Har¬ 
bour native and Penguins 
captain Sidney Crosby af¬ 
ter No. 87 came forward 
and handed him a team 
jersey with No. 44 on the 
back. 


“Sidney must be really 
fast, because there are 
some big hockey players, 
and he is not one of them,” 
Obama is quoted as saying. 

The Penguins won the 
best-of-seven series in 
June, defeating the defend¬ 
ing champion Detroit Red 
Wings. They then took the 
cup on a road trip to thank 
their fans, an act that 
earned the players the 
thanks of a grateful presi¬ 
dent. 

“They took it on fishing 
trips and stopped by neigh¬ 


bourhood barbecues. They 
visited elementaiy schools 
and brightened the days of 
children recovering in the 
hospital,” Obama said dur¬ 
ing a ceremony that was 
moved indoors to the East 
Room because of threaten¬ 
ing skies.

So 
this is a team that under¬ 
stands that being a cham¬ 
pion doesn’t end when you 
step off the ice,” he added.

Council 
hours too 
long: Uteck 

Councillor files health 
and wellness complaint

A Halifax regional council¬ 
lor says when she and her 
colleagues spend day and 
night at City Hall, skipping 
breaks and even meals, it 
isn’t healthy for them — or 
for the citizens of HRM. 

Coun. Sue Uteck, who 
represents Northwest Arm- 
South End, told Metro Hali¬ 
fax Thursday she filed a for¬ 
mal health and wellness 
complaint with the 
municipality’s hu¬ 
man resources de¬ 
partment this week 
after working more 
than 12 hours Tues¬ 
day with only a 35- 
minute dinner break 
between meetings. 

Uteck said she 
started her day at 8 
a.m., with “a working 
lunch” followed by in-cam- 
era council meetings until 
5:40 p.m. then the public 
city council session from 
6:15 p.m. until after 9:30 
p.m. 

“The rules of order state 
that council is to break at 
4:30 p.m. in the afternoon 
(and) reconvene at 6 p.m.,” 
she said. “There’s obviously 
a veiy good reason for that.” 

That reason, she said, “is 
to allow us to get up, clear 
our heads, walk around 
(and) get a bite to eat.” 

If city councillors aren’t 


able to reenergize between 
these sessions, Uteck said 
they often end up rushing 
through decisions without 
enough debate. 

“The decision making de¬ 
teriorates rapidly,” she said, 
adding it affects “the bot¬ 
tom line of the municipali¬ 
ty.” 

Uteck suggests holding 
committee of the whole 
and the regular city council 
session on separate days of 
the week, instead of tiying 
to squeeze it all in on Tues¬ 
days. 

Mayor Peter Kelly 
said Thursday re¬ 
structuring the coun¬ 
cil schedule is cer¬ 
tainly an option, “if 
the majority of coun¬ 
cil wants to go in 
that direction.” 

But he said Tues¬ 
day is typically the 
only long day each 
week, adding they tiy to 
stick to scheduled breaks as 
much as possible. 

Kelly said meeting 
lengths depend on how 
much debate takes place — 
and on whether or not 
councillors stick to the is¬ 
sues. 

“We have to allow that 
debate to take place to be 
free to the democratic 
process,” he said. “We have 
a job to do and the taxpay¬ 
ers expect us to do that job 
without whining and com¬ 
plaining.”

Deficit disagreement

All three political parties 
have a different version of 
whether Nova Scotia ran a 
deficit last year. The Liber¬ 
als say we did, the Tories 
say we didn’t and the gov¬ 
erning NDP say it was 
both. 

New financial documents 
released Thursday by the fi¬ 
nance department show 
revenue was lower than ex¬ 
pected last year while capi¬ 
tal spending was up. 

The province also had a 
$ 19-million surplus or an 
$ 82-million deficit, depend¬ 
ing on who you ask. 

The Tories, who were in 
government then, say their 
budget was balanced be¬ 
cause they re-borrowed 
some federal offshore mon¬ 
ey that was put on the debt 
years ago. It’s a valid ac¬ 
counting move according 
to generally accepted ac¬ 
counting principles, or 
GAAP. 

But Nova Scotia laws de¬ 
mand offshore money pay 
down the debt. It was the 
Tory attempt to repeal that 
law that lead to their defeat 
in the legislature. There¬ 
fore the Liberals insist the 
province was in deficit last 
year according to Nova Sco¬ 
tia law. 

The NDP isn’t taking a 
side. 

“I don’t want to get into 
semantic games. According 
to GAAP it’s a surplus, ac¬ 
cording to the rules of the 
provincial finance act it’s 
not,” said Finance Minister 
Graham Steele.

N DP cuts taxes from home heating 


promise It had been one of 
their banner promises as an 
opposition party, and now 
that the NDP has formed 
the government they’re 
wasting little time remov¬ 
ing taxes from home heat¬ 
ing. 

For years the party has 
advocated taking away the 
provincial portion of the 
HST from home heating 
electricity. On Thursday, 
Premier Darrell Dexter an¬ 
nounced the change would 
come into effect Oct. 1. 


“It’s a principle that there 
are some things in our soci¬ 
ety that ought not to be 
taxed,” Dexter told re¬ 
porters following a morn¬ 
ing cabinet meeting. 

“The necessities of life are 
among them.” 

Dexter said the average 
Nova Scotian is expected to 
pocket about $120. He has 
promised the money to 
fund the program would 
come from the existing 
budget, but said the details 
of how that will happen 


will be presented in the fall 
budget. 

The plan is expected to 
cost $15 million this year 
and $30 million next year. It 
is also not without contro¬ 
versy. 

Some environmental 
groups have criticized the 
change, saying making elec¬ 
tricity less expensive will 
spur more consumption. 
But Dexter said he does not 
believe that will be the case.

Killer given 10-year 
jail term in stabbing 

Death 'left a hole,' man's loved ones tell hearing

One by one, Gregory Fost’s 
loved ones stood up in a 
Halifax courtroom Thurs¬ 
day to tell the man who vi¬ 
olently took his life last 
April how losing him has 
devastated their lives. 

Police officers found 
Fost, 37, 

stabbed to 
death inside a 
Windmill 
Road apart¬ 
ment building 
at 12:30 a.m. 

April 23, 2008, 
following a gathering in 
Dartmouth during which 
five acquaintances were 
“drinking significantly,” 
the statement of facts says. 

Justice Heather Robert¬ 
son sentenced Kenneth 
James Humphreys, 46, to 
10 years in a federal 
prison, a couple months af¬ 
ter he pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter. He received 
33 months credit for time 
already served, for a final 
sentence of seven years 
and three months. 


Fost’s mother was the 
first to read her victim im¬ 
pact statement aloud in 
Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court. 

“His murder has left a 
hole in my heart and an 
emptiness in my soul,” 
said Carol Whittock, who 
like many in the court¬ 
room came dressed in 
black and clung tightly to 


tear-soaked tissues. 

Whittock said her son 
had fought hard to rehabil¬ 
itate himself after suffer¬ 
ing a serious head injury 
when he was hit by a 
drunk driver as a teenager. 

Step-brother Steven Van 
Alstyne added Fost had 
never fully recovered, call¬ 
ing the fact he had sur¬ 
vived “a gift from God.” 

“My brother Greg was 
more than a deeply loved 
brother, he was an affirma¬ 
tion to me of an underly¬ 


ing goodness around us 
and now that belief is 
gone,” he said. “That belief 
is strangled; it was stabbed 
repeatedly by a knife.” 

Humphreys, described in 
court as a severe alcoholic, 
was also sentenced to six 
years for the aggravated 
assault of Clyde Hogan and 
two years for the unlawful 
confinement of Lorraine 
Robinson 
and Louise 
Butts, also 
from that 
fateful 
night. The 
three 
prison 

terms will be served con¬ 
currently. 

Carly Hood spoke on be¬ 
half of the son she shared 
with Fost. 

“To have to face that lit¬ 
tle boy and tell him that 
his father had been mur¬ 
dered in a senseless act of 
random violence was un¬ 
bearable,” she said, her 
voice cracking. 

Humphreys stood up 
and apologized before be¬ 
ing sentenced. “I never in¬ 
tended for this to happen.”

Military justice not unfair, judge rules 


hearing A military judge 
has rejected a defence ar¬ 
gument that the sentenc¬ 
ing options for a Canadian 
soldier convicted in the ac¬ 
cidental shooting death of 
a comrade in Afghanistan 
are unconstitutional. 

No reasons were given 
by Cmdr. Peter Lamont for 
his decision Thursday, de¬ 
livered on the second day 
of a sentencing hearing for 
Cpl. Matthew Wilcox. 

Maj. Stephen Turner, 
who represents Wilcox, ar¬ 
gued the limited range of 
sentencing options under 
military law can lead to

cruel and unusual punish¬ 
ment, mainly because 
there is an over-reliance 
on incarceration for seri¬ 
ous crimes.

treatment. 

Wilcox, a 24-year-old re¬ 
servist from Glace Bay, 
N.S., was convicted in July 
of criminal negligence 
causing the death of Cpl. 
Kevin Megeney, a close 
friend and fellow reservist 
from Stellarton, N.S. 

A charge of manslaugh¬ 
ter was stayed, but Wilcox 
was also convicted of neg¬ 
lect of duty for firing his 
Browning 9-millimetre pis¬ 
tol inside his tent at Kan¬ 
dahar Airfield on March 6,

Consumer confidence 
rising in province: Poll 


study Consumer confi¬ 
dence is on the upswing in 
Nova Scotia, according to a 
recent poll by Halifax- 
based Corporate Research 
Associates. 

The survey conducted 
from Aug. 6 to 31 saw Nova 
Scotia’s Consumer Confi¬ 
dence Index jump to 98.2 
from 86.6 from the last 
poll conducted in May. 

The CCI is derived from 
a series of five questions 
related to the perceived 
state of the provincial 
economy, household eco¬ 
nomic situation and condi¬ 
tions for major purchases. 
It also takes into account 


assessments of economic 
conditions presently and 
in the upcoming year. 

For Atlantic Canada, the 
CCI now tops 100 points at 
101.3, up from 92.1. For 
the four Atlantic 
provinces, Newfoundland 
and Labrador has the top 
CCI at 111, followed by 
Prince Edward Island 
(99.8), New Brunswick 
(98.6) and then Nova Sco¬ 
tia. 

A total of 1,507 adults 
were used in this survey, 
which is accurate within 
2.5 percentage points, 95 
times out of 100.

Settlement approved 

$ 15 M to go to alleged abuse victims of diocese 


Seven years after his 
brother’s suicide, Ronald 
Martin described a lawsuit 
that resulted in a $i5-mil- 
lion settlement for victims 
of alleged abuse by 
Roman Catholic priests as 
“the fulfillment” of a 
promise he made to his 
sibling. 

Martin sat quietly Thurs¬ 
day in Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court as Justice David 
MacAdam heard lawyers ex¬ 
plain why a settlement 
should be certified for the 
alleged decades-old abuse. 

The CBC reported late in 
the day that MacAdam ap¬ 
proved a $ 15-million settle¬ 
ment that includes $12 mil¬ 
lion in damages, about 
$400,000 to counselling 
fees, and the remainder to 
legal and administrative 
costs.

abuse that 
allegedly occurred since Jan. 
1,1950. Claimants would go 
before retired justice Walter 
Goodfellow for adjudication 
of their claims. 

For Martin, the lawsuit 
completes a heartrending 
process that began in 2002, 
when he viewed his brother 
David’s dead body and read 
his suicide note describing 
the alleged abuse. 

The suicide note named 
Hugh Vincent MacDonald, a

“As a child I suffered 
abuse, and on many occa¬ 
sions contemplated suicide 
myself because it’s some¬ 
thing so awful and so 
deeply rooted that you 
think there’s no other way 
to get rid of this,” he said. 

MacDonald was charged 
with multiple sex-related of¬ 
fences in 2003, but died a 
year later before the court 
process concluded. 

The class-action lawsuit 
also involves allegations of 
abuse by four other priests, 
three of whom have been 
convicted of multiple 
counts of sexual assault 
against children in the care 
of the diocese. Allegations 
made in the class action 
have not been proven in

Police close arson case 
without laying charges

As temperatures contin¬ 
ue to rise, an army of 
shrubs and trees is gradual¬ 
ly marching north, bring¬ 
ing with it animals and in¬ 
sects. At the same time, 
those species which nor¬ 
mally inhabit the vast 
sweeps of the central Arc¬ 
tic have nowhere to go, as 
their northern boundary is 
closed by ocean coastlines 
and the inhospitable, 
rocky soils of the High Arc¬ 
tic. 

“We’re going to see 
those typical tundra com¬ 
munities squeezed into a 
smaller area,” said Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta biologist

“Some species will be 
able to follow along. But 
for other species that 
range over a large area, 
like caribou, we’ll proba¬ 
bly see a permanent reduc¬ 
tion in their population 
size and range.” 

Temperatures across the 
Arctic are estimated to be 
increasing two to three 
times faster than those in 
the rest of the planet.

No reason for hush-hush meetings 




n Wednesday, 
Halifax Region¬ 
al Council an¬ 
nounced the

our first ever auditor gener¬ 
al. 

Buried in the PR boiler¬ 
plate was this ironically un¬ 
intended wiffle ball of wis¬ 
dom from chief bureaucrat 
Dan English: Independence 
and transparency, he de¬ 


clared, are key to enhancing 
public confidence in the 
municipal service delivery 
system. 

Huh? 

Didn’t city fathers couple 
last winter’s motion to hire 
an auditor general — a new 
position required by provin¬ 
cial legislation to provide a 
much-needed public check 
on municipal spending — 
with a weasel request to 
change the city’s charter to 
let it hold secret meetings 
to discuss any findings the 
auditor general might make 
that could have the poten¬ 
tial to expose the organiza¬ 


tion to a threat or risk? 

Which is to say any find¬ 
ings. 

Now that’s transparency. 

Nova Scotia’s Municipal 
Government Act says all 
council and committee 
meetings are open to the 
public except as otherwise 
provided in this section. 

But our council has been 
busy building its own secre¬ 
cy superhighway through 
that supposedly narrow 
footpath of legislated excep¬ 
tions. 

Commonwealth Games? 
Secret. The sewage mess? 
Close your eyes. Hold your 


nose. Top secret. 

On Tuesday, councillors 
began their too-routine, 
closed-door deliberations at 
10:30 a.m. Supposedly the 
meetings are secret, after all 
they secretly laboured 
through lunch and many 
hours more. A full seven 
hours after they started, 
councillors finally broke for 
45 minutes to refresh them¬ 
selves and begin their much 
shorter public meeting. 

What did councillors 
spend so many hours dis¬ 
cussing in private? 

Some of it we know be¬ 
cause they then quietly 


passed un-debated motions 
in public to formally do 
what they had privately de¬ 
cided already. Like appealing 
the court decision to award 
$81,000 to a Preston man 
who had to live next to a 
stinky city sewage treatment 
for a decade. That, of course, 
involved legal strategy, so 
discussing it in camera is a 
legitimate exception. 

But what about the deci¬ 
sion to extend the terms of 
two citizen appointees to 
the Halifax International 
Airport Authority Board? Or 
increase the number of 
councillors on the advisoiy 


board for the 2011 Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian Municipal¬ 
ities conference? 

Should those be hush- 
hush? 

And what other public 
business did councillors dis¬ 
cuss privately that we still 
don’t know about? More 
than we know. 

Perhaps it’s time our 
elected officials discussed in 
public what is reasonable to 
discuss in private. And what 
is not.

_ flogging sentence that 10 ruling party — paid the fine human rights treaties rati 
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-allc about shooting 
yourself in the foot. 
The Sudanese 
regime surely didn’t 
reckon with the 
phenomenon of Lubna Hus¬ 
sein, the journalist arrested 
with 12 others in Khartoum 
in July and charged with “in¬ 
decency” for wearing 
trousers in public. 

Not only did she refuse the 


flogging sentence that 10 
women accepted, she went to 
court to contest the charge, 
determined to show it has no 
basis in Islamic teaching. 

The entire world was 
watching when a judge 
waived the flogging sentence 
Monday and ordered her to 
pay a $200 fine. But Hussein 
kicked the ball right back at 
the Khartoum government, 
refusing to pay the fine and 
choosing instead to spend a 
month in jail. 

The Sudanese regime 
picked on the wrong 
woman. Despite her request 
to family and friends not to 
pay the fine on her behalf, 
the head of the Journalists 
Union — a member of the 


ruling party — paid the fine 
and Hussein was almost 
pushed out of prison — TV 
reports show her looking up¬ 
set at being told to leave. 

She said she didn’t want to 
leave behind the almost 800 
women who had no one to 
pay the fine for them. 

Ponder that for a moment 

— the Sudanese authorities 
essentially ended up paying 
a fine for a ridiculous charge 
that they invented. Forget 
shooting yourself in the foot 

— they scored an own goal! 

Just before Hussein was re¬ 
leased, the UN human rights 
office said her conviction vi¬ 
olated both the bill of rights 
in Sudan’s interim constitu¬ 
tion as well as international 


human rights treaties rati¬ 
fied by Sudan. 

We know what Lubna Hus¬ 
sein did to expose the Su¬ 
danese regime’s moral bank¬ 
ruptcy. What will the UN, for 
which Hussein used to work, 
do? She resigned from that 
job — which could have pro¬ 
vided her immunity — to 
contest the charges. 

It’s about time the UN 
kicked out Sudan and other 
countries that so egregiously 
violate women’s most basic 
rights in the name of “decen¬ 
cy.”

The Canadian economy is 
bouncing back from the 
recession stronger than 
previously believed, 
despite ongoing worries 
about the impact of a 
strong dollar, the Bank of 
Canada said Thursday, as 
it left interest rates 
untouched at the lowest 
level practicable. 

In July, Bank of Canada 
governor Mark Carney ap¬ 
peared to go out on a limb 
in declaring the recession 
over — one of the first to do 
so — but now the central 
bank says even Carney un¬ 
derestimated the rebound. 

“Stimulative monetary 
and fiscal policies, im¬ 
proved financial conditions, 
firmer commodity prices, 
and a rebound in business 
and consumer confidence 
are supporting domestic de- 


m.metiwiews.ca 
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mand growth in Canada,” 
the bank said in a state¬ 
ment. “Combined with re¬ 
cent information on inven- 
toiy adjustments and auto¬ 
motive production, this 
suggests that GDP (gross do¬ 
mestic product) growth in 
the second half of 2009 
could be stronger than the 
bank projected in July.” 

Despite the growth, the 
bank said it will keep its 
key policy rate at 0.25 per 
cent until at least next July.

Third option for Coyotes 

Bankruptcy judge says there may no winner of Friday's auction 


It turns out there's a 
surprise third option avail¬ 
able to the judge charged 
with deciding the fate of 
the Phoenix Coyotes — 
and it probably won't be 
to the liking of either Gary 
Bettman or Jim Balsillie. 

Judge Redfield T. Baum 
raised the possibility that 
he might not award the 
team to either the NHL or 
Balsillie's company PSE as a 
two-day auction for the 
bankrupt franchise began 
Thursday.

The revelation came early 
in the proceedings and sent 
a ripple through the court¬ 
room.

“There is a third opportu¬ 
nity when we're done here - 
no sale,” said Baum. 

“Theoretically,” Kroop re¬ 
sponded. 

“I think it's more than 
theoretical,” said Baum. 
“You all ought to keep that 
in mind.” 

The exchange set an un¬ 
certain tone to an auction 
process that most observers 
believed would end with a 
new owner for the money¬ 
losing franchise. Evidently, 


that's no longer a certainty.

review If anyone was wor¬ 
ried they weren’t going to 
get to see enough of Kate 
Beckinsale in her new 
Antarctica-set thriller 
Whiteout, fear not. 

Sub-zero temperatures 
or not, the filmmakers still 
shamelessly work in a 
steamy shower scene for 
their star, complete with a 
detailed account of her 
stripping out of her clothes 
— though this could pass 
for exposition, since now 
we know exactly how 
many layers are needed to 
keep warm down there. 

So fans of Beclcinsale’s 
more revealing work — in, 
say, Underworld — have 
been satisfied. 

But what about viewers 
looking for a good, taut 
thriller to wrap their 


minds around? Look else¬ 
where. While Whiteout is¬ 
n’t bad by any stretch of 
the imagination, it is whol¬ 
ly unsatisfying, both tech¬ 
nically proficient and in¬ 
credibly boring. 

In short, while a U.S. 
marshal (Beckinsale) waits 
out the last hours of her 
self-imposed exile at a post 
at the South Pole, the icy 
continent plays host to 
purportedly its first homi¬ 
cide, threatening our hero¬ 
ine’s hopes for making a 
flight to warmer climates 
along with her safety. 

But aside from a thrilling 
prologue set 50 years earli¬ 
er and an impressively 
frightening encounter ear¬ 
ly on with the axe-wielding 
masked killer, there’s little 
in this thriller that thrills. 

It also doesn’t help that, 
despite several overbearing 
flashbacks spelling out her 
troubled past, Beckinsale’s 
character is kind of a wash 
on screen. More than any¬ 
thing, she just comes off 
cold.

Good girls gone blood

Actress and television per¬ 
sonality Audrina Patridge 
understands the volatile 
dynamic that often 
evolves around young 
women whose social lives 
are too tightly linked. 

Her MTV reality 
show The Hills 
charted the be¬ 
haviours be¬ 
tween her and 
a group of Los 
Angeles 

women and 
was a smash hit. 

Her latest offer¬ 
ing, the horror 
thriller Sorority Row, treads 
similar ground and many 
people get smashed and 
hit, not to mention bludg¬ 
eoned, hacked, stabbed... 

The film — a loose re¬ 
make of the 1983 slasher 
opus The House on Sorori¬ 
ty Row — stars Patridge as 
one of a gaggle of college 
girls (including Rumer 
Willis, Leah Pipes and Bri- 


ana Evigan) 
whose prank gone 
wrong results in mass 
murder and cheesecake 
terror. 

Although not pre¬ 
screened for critics in its 
entirety, (the first 20 min¬ 
utes were revealed to a se¬ 
lect few earlier this year), 
the picture appears to be a 
high gloss, exploitation 
quickie with Patridge — 
although her turn is brief 
— exhibiting a surprising 


amount of dramatic, on- 
the-throes-of-death chops. 
Yes, it’s no secret that the 
comely starlet is the first 
to go... and graphically so. 

“There is so much blood, 
it’s awesome,” says Pa¬ 
tridge about her messy but 
pivotal part. “I’ve loved 
horror movies all of my life 
and I was so excited to do 
it and get covered in all 
that gore. It was so sticky 
and cold and crazy nasty. I 
had a blast.”

Although the plot of 
Sorority Row sees the afore¬ 
mentioned damsels turn on 
each other as tensions 
mount and bodies pile-up, 
Patridge claims their of 
screen dynamic was any¬ 
thing but vicious. 

“We all bonded really 
quickly and became really 
close. In the movie, not so 
much but in reality our 
chemistry was fantastic 
and we’re still all really 
good friends.” 

Earlier this year, Pa¬ 
tridge announced that she 
was leaving The Hills to 
pursue her own reality pro¬ 
gram called, appropriately, 
The Audrina Show. 

But although Sorority 
Row is only her second fea¬ 
ture film (the first being 
2008’s Into the Blue 2), the 
actress doesn’t want to on¬ 
ly be known as a TV star 
and hopes to continue ex¬ 
ploring her new muse.

Director Larry Fessenden 
set his global warming hor¬ 
ror film The Last Winter in 
frosty Alaska although the 
film was shot in both 
Sarah Palin’s stomping 
ground and Iceland. 


“Pure white nothing¬ 
ness,” one character calls 
it. “It looks like the last 
place on Earth.” The last 
place on earth you want to 
be, that is, when Mother 
Nature starts unleashing 
her evil spirits on the peo¬ 
ple who want to steal her 
bounty. Drill for oil, the 
movie suggests, and the 
cold will be the least of 


your problems. 

Based on the 1938 story 
Who Goes There by John 
W. Campbell, The Thing 
has been directly adapted 
for the screen twice and it 
has in part inspired other 
classics like Invasion of the 
Body Snatchers and Alien. 

The story in John Carpen¬ 
ter’s 1982 version begins 
with an E.T. who crashlands 
on Earth and get buried un¬ 
der layers of Antarctic ice. 
Years later the creature is 
discovered by modem scien¬ 
tists who also find that it as¬ 
sumes the appearance of 
the people that it kills. 

Finally 30 Days of Night 
is a vampire tale set in a 
town near the Arctic Circle 
where it goes dark for thir¬ 
ty days a year. It’s a cool 
concept and the wintry re¬ 
moteness of the town adds 
a new layer to the usual 
vampire story.

Reba McEntire is one of 
the biggest stars in coun¬ 
try music. Records, tours, 
movies, Broadway shows 
and a popular TV series 
have made her wealthy 
beyond most people's 
imagination. 

But she’s never lost the 
common touch that made 
her so popular. 

“As my sister says, ‘Reba’s 
just like everybody else,”’ 
McEntire says in an inter¬ 
view from her Nashville 
home. “‘She just happens 
to sing better than a few.’” 

That common touch is 
felt all over the 13 tracks on 
Keep On Loving You, McEn- 
tire’s first solo album in six 
years. 

The current hit single,

things in there too but it’s 
all just jokes.

Double or nothing?

You would think doubling 
a film's chances for an 
Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion would thrill everyone 
in Hollywood, where an 
Oscar is the highest form 
of ego-stroking in a town 
of big egos. 

Yet attitudes among 
stars, filmmakers and ex¬ 
ecutives range from cau¬ 
tious optimism to harsh 
disagreement over the big 
change at next March’s Os¬ 
cars: 10 best-picture nomi¬ 
nees instead of the usual 
five. 

The Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences is 
experimenting with the 
expanded slate as Oscar or¬ 
ganizers hope to stoke 


more interest in the 
awards show and spread 
the prestige around to dif¬ 
ferent kinds of films. 

It’s not without prece¬ 
dent. From 1931 to 1943, 
the academy generally had 
10 best-picture contenders, 
and as many as 12 some 
years. 

Since then, though, it’s 
been only five. Many in 
Hollywood wonder if dou¬ 
bling the field will cheap¬ 
en the honour of scoring a 
nomination for the biggest 
prize in show business. 

“I think it’s terrible. My 
knee-jerk reaction is that 
it’s a really bad idea. We’ll 
see, but I think 10 just di¬ 
lutes it too much,” said 


Matt Damon, an Oscar win¬ 
ner for the Good Will 
Hunting screenplay he 
wrote with Ben Affleck. 

This month’s Toronto, 
Venice and Telluride fests 
traditionally mark the 
start of awards season, as 
studios begin trotting out 
their big guns for the Os¬ 
cars. Such recent festival 
premieres as Crash, No 
Country for Old Men and 
Slumdog Millionaire have 
gone on to win best pic¬ 
ture. 

“I hope it doesn’t deval¬ 
ue the nomination. Be¬ 
cause to be nominated for 
best film is obviously an in¬ 
credible honour,” said Pe¬ 
ter Jackson, whose The 


Lord of the Rings: The Re¬ 
turn of the King swept the 
2003 Oscars. 

The switch to 10 nomi¬ 
nees mainly springs from 
Oscar planners’ efforts to 
popularize the show amid 
generally declining TV rat¬ 
ings over the last 25 years, 
as smaller, sober dramas 
have come to dominate in¬ 
stead of big studio produc¬ 
tions. 

Lighter films occasional¬ 
ly sneak in — the road-trip 
romp Little Miss Sunshine 
or the pregnancy comedy 
Juno. Yet the best-picture 
lineup most often fills up 
with broody films such as 
last year’s The Reader, 
Frost/Nixon and Milk — 


critical but not commer¬ 
cial triumphs. 

“It used to be actually 
that very big box-office 
movies tended to be the 
ones that win,” said Chris 
Weitz, director of this fall’s 
vampire sequel The Twi¬ 
light Saga: New Moon and 
a 2002 Oscar nominee for 


the About a Boy screen¬ 
play. “Studios are now 
spending money on things 
they see as giant block¬ 
busters rather than neces¬ 
sarily spending a lot of 
money on big historical 
epics that might do well at 
the Oscars.”

Ginger Garlic 
Chicken Stir Fry 

Submitted by Alison Glas- 
bergen, Victoria, B.C. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup Jasmine rice 

2 cups water 

FOR MARINADE: 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 

3 inch piece of ginger, 
peeled and grated 

1 tbsp soy sauce 

2 tsp sesame oil 
FOR STIR FRY: 

1 tbsp vegetable oil 

2 boneless, skinless chick¬ 
en breasts, sliced into 
strips (or 4 boneless, skin¬ 
less chicken thighs) 

1-2 carrots, sliced 
1 small head of broccoli, 
cut into bite-size florets 
1 small package sugar 
snap peas, ends removed 
4-5 mushrooms, sliced 
1/2 green pepper, chunked 
(other vegetables can be 
substituted or added) 

METHOD: 

1. Cook Jasmine rice 
according to package 
directions. Meanwhile, 
combine ingredients for 
marinade in a medium 
bowl. 

2. Add sliced chicken, stir 
to combine and set aside 


while preparing 
vegetables. 

3. Heat vegetable oil in 
large frying pan, add 
chicken, and stir-fiy until 
chicken is no longer pink 
(about 2 minutes). Remove 
chicken from frying pan 
to a separate dish and 
keep warm in the oven. 

4. Add a bit more oil to 
pan and add chopped veg¬ 
etables, reserving 
mushrooms, and stir-fry 
for about 4-5 minutes. 

5. Add mushrooms and 
continue stir-frying for an¬ 
other 3 minutes. Add a 
few drops of water to help 
vegetables steam cook 
when stir-frying. 

6. When vegetables are 
crisp tender, add chicken 
and stir to combine (if de¬ 
sired, add a splash or two 
of soy sauce, then stir). 

7. Serve with rice. Enjoy!
